The innch talketl-of police investigation 
has at last be^un. 
At 30 o’clock thlP mornlnfr Mayor Kmnpf « at 
clowu ill the preBideiil’s chair in the council 
chamber. At hia left sat Police CommiKsioncrs 
LilllB and Ferry, and directly in front of him at 
the clerk *8 desk was Socretary H uckett. 
H aifa 
dozen 
reporters 
occupied 
seats 
in 
the 
room. McBsrs. John C. Gage and J. V. C. 
Karnes were also In attendance, tii« former be­ 
ing there at the request of the commisfiiouer;-; to 
exanjine witnesses. 
Mr. Karnea was present in 
behalf of the police. 
Chief Speers sat at a desk 
exaniinluB: a volumlncu'» lec:tl document. 
Mayor Kumpf rapped on the desk with his 
itnvel and ordered the clerk to i*ea;l ti-om the 
minutes tho resolution, which wus adopted at 
the meeting of the commissioners last Wednes- 
Say. 
Mavor Kumpf then said : 
"The board is now ready to hear charares 
against Chief Speers or any member of the 
force.” 
He sat down and a silence reijined for a perio d 
of two m inutes. 
Then Mr. Karnes said: “I ’d 
like to say, Mr. President, th a t I am here to 
rejtresent Chief Speors and the other m em ­ 
bers 
of 
the 
force, 
and 
wo 
are 
preparei' to hear any charges which mav be pre­ 
ferred against them .” 
Anoth< r period of deathlike silence ensued. 
Commlsfiioner Ferry j)roke it by 
sayin g : 
“I 
move th at Recorder Davenport be subpoenaed to 
atten d before this body fortliw ith,” 
The m otion prevailed, and a subpœna for Mr. 
Davenpcirt was placed in the hands of Oflicer 
Eettle.w ho left the chamber. The com m ission­ 
ers then enuatred In a quiet confab, Ciilef Speers 
and Mr. Karnes talke<l quietly together and a 
Stab reporter buttonholed Prosecuting A ttor­ 
ney Woodson, who had ju st put in an appear­ 
ance. 
“I t is said th a t you Intend to watch the pro- 
ceedinge clo.‘^eJy, as you expect som ething to 
turn up which may demand your attention.” 
“Well, the fact Is, yon will see me here a good 
deal while evidence Is being hoard.

"Whiie

tigation.” 
When Officer B ettle returned he announced 
th a t the police court was still In session, that 
Recorder Davenport had accepted service and 
would appear before the com missioners as soon 
as court wao over, but not until then. 
Mayor Kumpf then said: "Gentlemen, as there 
is no business before the m eeting it now stands 
adjourned until 
2 o’clock,” Subpœnlas were 
then issued for J. H. W orthen and C. H. Grasty, 
M. Munford, J. A. Graham, of the 
Times, J. À. 
Mann, 
and 
J. 
B. 
Lawrence 
of 
the 
Jo u rn a l, 
and 
Edward 
L. Greenwood, de­ 
manding- their appearance before the com m is­ 
sioners 
at 
“2 o'clock. 
The subpcenas were 
placed in the hands of Officer Bettle. W orthen 
Is e.x-clty recorder, and Greenwood is clerk of 
the recorder’s court. He filled the same position 
under Worthen. They will be asked to tell w hat 
they know about 
fees 
paid 
to policemen. 
"This will be no whitewashing affair,” said 
Mayor Kumpf, after the m orning adjournm ent. 
“It will b« an open investigation an<l n%guilty 
man shall escape. 
W'e are determ ined xo lay 
the blame where it belongs and make the pu n ­ 
ishm ent fit the crim e.” 
Dr. M unford w-as found to be out of the city 
and the otlicer could not locate Mr. Graham. 
The co’.nmlssloners w'ere fn their scats at 2 
o’clock, end a few m inutes later Messrs. Mann 
and Lawrence appeared. 
It was very evident 
chat the man w’ho was expected to throw the 
m ost light on tho investigation w’as Recorder 
Davenport. Mr. Ferrj' asked if Davenport had 
been notified to be present at ‘2 o'clock and was 
answered in the affirmative. 
At 2:20 o’clock Mr. J. B. Lawrence, of the 
3 -<n irn a l, 
took the stand. He was exam ined by 
BIr. Gaee. who asked him to tell the board if he 
knew' of any Illegal actions of any men in the 
police departm ent. 
“I have no knowledge of anything wrong," he 
*nid, “except in regard to Illegal fees and re­ 
wards. Borne tim e ago we received an anony­ 
mous communication, saying th a t $ 1,400 of 
stolen money had been divided betw'een two de­ 
tectives jind a well-known crook in a house on 
Central street.” He added th a t in his opinion 
the allowing of fees in a police court was enough 
to demoralize the police. He knew of Instances 
where $0. ÿ lO and $12 had been paid in Avitness

on 
one 
day.

He did not think

He was not aware th at any officers had been 
connected with any crim inal actions. 
Mr. Lawrence was here taken in hand by Mr. 
Karnes. 
He 
said 
the 
charges

came under three heads; Illegal salaries, illegal 
fees and 
illegal rew’ards. 
In 
his 
opinion 
the 
police 
com missioners 
were 
still 
paying 
illegal 
rewards. 
The 
commis- 
"eion ers 
attem pted 
to 
raise 
the 
chief’s 
salarv tofS3,(K)0 Avhereas only $ 2,000 was allowed 
him by law. 
He .« ittached all the blame to the 
police' com missioners for this. 
Then, Speers 
collected a 
bond 
fee 
of 
50 cents for over 
a year, 
which 
was 
illegal. 
He 
knew 
the council 
passed 
an 
ordinance 
em ­ 
powering the chief to collcct the 50 cents, and 
th a t Mr. Aiderson had approved the ordinance 
as legal. He did not know the police coinmis- 
Bioners gave the chief consent 
to 
receive 
the 
bond 
fee. 
He 
based 
his 
charge 
of illegal rewards on the fact that policemen re­ 
ceive tho rew ards w ithout the consent of the 
board, and he construed the law to mean that 
they shonld then be turned Into the city treas­ 
ury. He thought the police com missioners vio­ 
lated the law when they allowed policemen to 
receive reWards. 
He did not know’ of rewards 
being received by policemen in a surreptitious 
or secret manner. 
Recorder Davenport, w’ho had 
entered the 
room while Mr. Lawrence was giving his te sti­ 
mony, thon took the stand. 
He testified th a t a 
good many people had come to him and made 
som plalnts of irregular acts of the police de- 
» artm ents. 
■'What acts?” asked Mr. Gage. 
"Why, sim ply nefarious conduct on the part 
>f officers,” he replied. “I know' nothing about 
;hia of my own personal knowledge.” 
“Can you givens any proofs of tiiis?" 
"No, sir. I think it would be like searching 
for a needle in a bundle of straw to look for 
such proofs.” 
He then said th at three young men whom tho 
police said were thieves were arrested and 
brought before him for vagrancy. One of them, 
nam ed 
Mutigokan, 
asked th at they be dis­ 
charged 
because 
they 
were 
arrested in 
their ^private room. 
He 
dism issed them 
and 
’ one 
of 
them 
afterw ard 
told 
him th at rjie police stood in with the thieves. 
The recorder was here questioned by Chief 
Bpeers but nothing im portant was elicited. 
He 
laid he knew th a t Billy Edwards, Kit Sessions 
in d Billy Mokey, notorious thieves and confi­ 
dence men, were now in the city unm olested. He 
knew of cases over which tht> city had ful 
jurisdiction which had been 
taken to other 
justices' courts so that the officers m ight receive 
fees. "The police departm ent is run in a go-as- 
you-please way—evervlx>dy for him self and the 
devil for them all,” continued Mr. Davenport. 
He knew of Immoral houses w'hich had not been 
raided in four years. 
Mr. Kavnes cross-examined Mr. Davenport. 
The latter could not name anybody who told 
him the police were euilty of standing in with 
thieves, besides the three men arrested for va­ 
grancy antt Captain Malloy. 
“If anvbody else said anything to you, out 
w ith it!” said Mr. Karnes. “You came here to 
smirch the character of the officers.” 
“I did not come h.ere to sm irch anybody. 
Be 
careful in your language, please,” retorted the 
recorder, 
JWr. Dav enport said he knew of a crooked in­ 
cident. Alderman Regan’s 
brother 
lost 
a 
badge which he found in .Toe Schwartz’s paw n­ 
shop, He com m unicated his discovery to the 
detectives, but they did not get back his prop­ 
erty until he had paid $ 7. Mr. JCirnes said he 
did not think he would aisk any o> ^' —"» étions. 
Recorder Davenport said: “You 
-3 not 
asked me about the fee question. W’hy don’t 
you get to it?" He was told to tell what he 
kltew on th a t subject. He explained how fees 
had been grabbed by policemen. When he went

he 
taxed 
costs 
In 
some 
cases 
and 
saw 
th a t 
large 
Bums were being paid into the pockets of the 
officers. 
One m orning he announced th a t fees 
no longer would be allowed. After court was 
over on th a t day Chief Speers asked him why he 
raised the question of fees being Illegal He told 
the chief th a t he ran the-court, and Speers 
told him th at he could keep $ . 5, 000 from him 
during the year. He also told him th at he had 
him self and 125 m e n to fight. He said th a t he 
then told Speers th a t he would give him the best 
fight th at he ever had. 
He knew th at Chief Speers had received an 
average of . $10 a week from his bond fee. 
Clerk Greenwood’s ledger was here produced 
« nd examined. It show'ed the m oneys received 
by the chief from week to week while the bond 
fee was being collected. 
“Do you know of Chief Speers ever having re­ 
ceived any fee besides the 50 cent bond fee?" 
asked Mr, Karnes. 
“No, sir; 1 don’t know of his receiving any- 
ihing else. 
1 never knew him to take a dollar, 
bee ides this."

Armstrong exlilbited copies of orders which 
were sent out by telegram the day licfore the 
wreck, the first to the roadmaster to have his 
men run over their entire sections 
the next 
afternoon, the last thing before « luitting time, 
and see that the 
bridges 
wero in no danger 
of fire, and one was 
sent out to tho agents 
August 0, 1HH7, ordering them the last thing 
they did before ¡ioing home the 
next day to 
be sure their sw itches were set for the main 
track, to clear the main track, and have brakes 
set. 
W itness believed that It was safer to run the 
excursion train in ono section of filteen cars, 
w ith two locom otives, than in two, because in 
the latter there was (lunger of rear end collision, 
or else, if the front section were wrecked, of the 
rear section running into it.

the mountains. They 
wanted the laud and 
wanted to ousi the Utes, at 
any cost, so they 
appealed to congress and congress passed the 
bill iirovlding tor a treaty.

faction with the effort to daprlve tho Utes of 
their rich 
lands. The Utes 
wore, 
however, 
finally removed, driven from their fine lands at 
the point of the bayonet, and settled in Utah 
upon an arid, de'icrt, lava bed tract. 
Colorow 
resisted all the time. 
He would not stav, but 
returned to Western (^olerado with sixty braves 
and their families. He used to go to Liie aeencv, 
however, when the annuities were distributed 
and claim his sh-iro.*' 
Since isso Mr. Sylvester says Colorow has 
beon adding to his followers from the dissatis­ 
fied Utes of different tribes. He is a warrior, 
and will die iightlne, Colorow, Mr. Sylvester 
believes, took part in the frightiul Meeker mas­ 
sacre at the White river ageny. .\mong his 
as­ 
sociates was Captain Jack, wiiowlien a prisoner 
was ordered to leave his tent, and upon his re­ 
fusal. was blown ou' of the tcut and out of ex­ 
istence at the same time with a mountain how­ 
itzer. 
Colorow and his men are good fighters, and 
are supplied with excellent arms. In the lava 
beds they could resist a largo body of troops for 
a long time.

Cnir.^GO, Aug, 17. — L ieu ten an t AVilliam 
Wilson, also known as “U teBill,’’ is ln th e c ity , 
having come from the scene of the outbreak 
within the month. He says Colorow has but

C olonel J. P . Weisner, one of the great 
cattle kings of this country, and proprietor of 
numerous ranches throughout tho West and 
Southwest, is staying at the Blossom house, 
Co’.onol Wersner makes frequent pilgrimages 
to this city during the year for the purpose of 
disposing of ins cattle. In the course of a long 
c'invtrsation with a S t ak reporter he said: “The 
Iiat^t yehr has Ijeen v ry favorable for cattle, the 
grass cattle n< ver betöre being in such excellent 
condition, v,iiile the corn-fed cattle, though not 
in sue h good shape as In previous years, are not 
totally bad. The range cattle from all parts of 
the country make an admirable showing, W’ith 
all these lavorable conditions the price of cattle 
has been lower this year than for tlilrty years. 
One of the causes of the present depression 
is the plentltudo of cattle and the scarcity of 
money. Years ago, if a man possessed a few 
head of cattle ho could readily obtain money 
from any bank for the purpose of feeding them 
and pultin« them in marketable condition, but 
now the cattle dealers are in debt and the price 
of cattle so low that banks are very chary of 
loaning money. This is probably what wrecked 
Curtis, of Fort Worth, 
"Cattle dealers do not receive a proportionate 
price lor their cattlo, as the packing houses do 
for their beef. Here we are selling cattle all the 
way from 2^0 to 4 cents a pound,while the pack­ 
ing houses are receiving from B to 
12 cents, 
Tiie beef business of this country is regulated 
by a few wealthy dealers, who benefit bv the 
losses of tho cattlemen. The price of cattle is 
lower to-day than for many years, and cattle are 
more 
alnindant, 
yet 
the 
consumer 
is 
paying 
as 
much 
and 
more 
lor 
his 
beef than butchers. The prodticer and the con­ 
sumer arc hard at work making money for the 
packing houses and middlemen. 
There is not a 
cattleman in this country wiio has made a penny 
in the la.st two years. 
For my part I’ve lost 
money, and will continue to lose money if the 
price of cattle does not advaiu-e. The state stasti- 
ticlan of Kansas report that the number of heads 
of cattle has quadrujded in that state during 
the last three years, and the eainelhlng Is true 
of all the western and southwestern states and 
territories, yet the price of meat i i New York 
city has increased 3 per cent. 
This is radically 
wrong, and the blame rests upon the wealthy 
packers of Chicago. Omaha and this city.”

But its amount seenied to be too insignif^ 
I icant a sliare to be worth any attention ; yet how- 
enormous is the absolute magnitude which this 
small proportion of carbonic acid ia the air con­ 
stitutes, considering the great expanse of the 
atmosphere. 
This was not, fully understood 
until man’s horizon extended; until his per­ 
ceptiv e faculty grew and his intellectual eye 
learned to 
comprise worlds; until ho had 
succeeded 
iu determining 
the 
weight of 
this 
our 
earth 
and 
its 
atmosphere. 
Then 
tho 
im|)osing 
transmigration 
of 
carbon 
taking 
])laco 
in 
the 
atmosphere 
was recognized. 
It was stated that all carbonic 
acid wliich enters into the air by combustion, 
respiration, decay, and otherwise, is conv erted 
under the influence of sunlight through tho v eg­ 
etable kingdom into organized carbon combina­ 
tions—v iz., into plants—and thfi liberated oxy­ 
gen returns into tho atmosphere. 
Aa this 
change takes place on a largo scale, it is the 
chief condition of a constant composition of 
the atmospheric air. 
Thus the carbonic acid is 
prcparod as food for tho v egetable kingdom, 
and the aerie ocean serv es as a storehouse, tlie 
stock of which l.» y thia unceasing exchange is 
kept at a constant 1 cv<h1. 
Since our observ ations 
were recorded, which certainh' is no longer 
than a few hundred years, the amount of car­ 
bonic acid in atmospheric air remained almost 
unchanged. 
But geology tells us that there has been an 
a"o in which tho atmosphere was more sat­ 
urated. 
Iu the early era tlie temperature of our 
planet, being like tliat of a hot-house, produced 
a pigantic tlora which later on in it« decline 
formed the large coal deposits on earth. 
The 
same carbonic acid which in immemorial times 
roared and stormed through the hipfh calamities 
of tho paleozoic era, suuk as a petrified v ege­ 
table organism into a long and death-like sleep, 
awaiting a new resurrection in our days. 
It is 
tho miner who awakens it to a new life, which 
means a new chemical activ ity, and civ ilized 
mankind are busily engaged to restore it to the 
great circulation of nature. 
Thus the man of 
our century heats with the glow which was 
blazing down upon earth long before men wore 
liv ing on its surface, and it is this heat to which 
the present time owes the gigantic dev elopment 
by which it is characterized. 
Compare couditions of to-day w'ith those 
fifty years ago iu countrtes where large in­ 
dustries exist, and you will be astonished at the 
change in such a short space of time. 
It is al­ 
most a superabundance of force in which hu­ 
mankind indulges, since we hav e succeeded in 
unlocking the coal treasures underground and 
made them subserv ient to our wants. 
Man, in­ 
deed, fully understood how to put the talent 
in his trust on usury. 
On tho one hand he is 
not free from the reproach of profusion, yet on 
the other he must be credited for hav ing lifted 
himself, 
the help of the black bounty, to 
an intellectual height which nev er before* was 
attained, not ov en in classical antiquity. 
Our era is in tho full sense of tl^^word an 
era of combustion. 
Ev erywhere in^ilacea of 
industrial activ ity wo see glowing hearths fed 
with fossil carbon, we meet with stationary, 
with mov able, and with 
floating 
chimnMv a 
which rmceasingly send forth into the aerie 
ocean the gaseous products of combustion—v iz: 
carbonic acid. 
The quantum of carbolic acid which human­ 
kind at présent proiluccs by combustion, for 
either procreation of heat or energy, or light for 
electricity, is extraordinary or greatly enhanced 
in comparison to former times. 
This is done 
to such an extent that wo may ask whether a 
réintroduction of carbon, which has been latent 
for many geological periods, into the circulation 
of the terrestrial interchange of matter, by the 
combustion of coal on so large a scale, may not 
possiblv cause a change of our atmosphere so 
as to disturb its chemical equilibrium. 
We 
may decidedly answer this question in tho neg- 
ativ a 
I 
The amount of carbon which is wrested from 
the interior of the earth by thousands of dili>- 
gent hands, and by other thousands used for 
combustion, is so exceedingly small as to dwin­ 
dle away if compared to tho gigantic stock con­ 
tained in our terrestrial 
atmosphere. 
Thj 
difference is so insigniticant—not ov er -1 100 
of 1 per cent.—tliat it couM not be determined 
by the moat minute methods of inv estigation. 
From these and similar considérations we 
learn modesty when we compare human work 
to that of nature. 
Man’s hand is too weak to 
interfere noticeably with the imno.sing mechan­ 
ism of the cosmic gear. 
Wo work on a small 
scale and too slowly to disturb the equilibrium 
of the proportions*ruling tho earth. 
This, our 
smallness, must not affect or oppreas us. 
In 
spite of it our time is great—the greatest in 
which humankind has, liv ed. 
We may indulge 
in comparisons like those wo made, but an esti­ 
mation of our works must be done according 
to human measure, for, after all, we are simply 
men.

Fred Douijla^s Talks in W’asliinjfton of His 
Kxperleuces While Abroad. 
Inter^•i» w In tho N. Y. World. 
Fred Douglass, who has been al)road for 
elev en months, has 
roturned 
to his home 
in Washington. 
When a.-ikod to-day 
about 
the report that the Ilev . Mr. I!v ans, a passenger 
on the (!ity of Rome with Mr. Douglass, had do- 
clined to take part in an entertamment ou shi}» - 
lx>ard at which Mr. Douglass presidtxl, he said; 
“ If Mr. Ev ans or any one else kept away from 
the little entertainment 
wo had 
because I 
waa selected to ])reside, it did not reach my ear. 
I did not meet Mr. Ev ans to know him. 
The 
entertainment was a v ery informal affair. There 
were a little music and recitations and I made a 
spoech of a!>out ten minutes’ length. 
It was 
v ery well receiv ed and some of the paesengera 
told mo it was tho most enjoyable part of the 
entertainment 
I d» >n’t know whether they 
meant it, or eiiu])ly wished to tickle my v anity, 
but. at any rate, they were successful, for I was 
v ery much jrratifted at their praise. 
I am sorry 
if any one kept away from the entertainment 
on mV account, but 1 am au old man, pa.<>t 
sev enty, and if Mr. P’v ans will pardon mo for 
liv ing a little longer I shall bo thankful. Hav ing 
be part or lot in itiy creation, 1 suppose I may 
bo excused for liv ing. 
“ ion mny say,” Air. Douglass continued, “ that 
on no occasion'during my long absence was 
there any indication by word, look or action 
tliat 1 was leas thought of or regarded on a::;- 
count of mv color. 
Ev en Americans greeted 
mo cordially, and I can say that tho American 
abroad is a'v ery delightful person to meet. 
In 
Enjiiand I had the ])leahure of meotinp old 
friends whom 1 kuow thirty or forty years sgo. 
Then from England 1 went to I’.aris, where I re 
mained two months, and 1 was v ery nuich in­ 
terested in tliis clev er and attractiv e people. 
1 
went from there to Nice, Genoa, IJ ome, Nanles, 
and to Cairo, E^ypt. 
In Egypt I passed tho 
greater part of last winter and found tlie climate 
delii^htful. 
I took my 7 0 years and m y'230 
pounds to tlie top of the* highest pyramid, and 
when 1 reached tho top 1 wished heartily that I 
was at the h» ott« -)m. 
There were two Arabs pull­ 
ing me in front and Aral)s pushing mo behind, 
and when 1 reached the top 1 was completely 
plav ed out. 
“ I'he ruins of Memphis and other ancient 
cities interested me greatly, and after examin­ 
ing the .smoothly hewn blocks of stone and the 
exact masonry I concluded that wo aro not able 
to excel in th*e construction of Imildings, al­ 
though it is supposed that our facilities for such 
work are far superior. 
“ Tiien I v isited .\thens and saw tho grov e 
■whero Socrates walked and-tidked, the Stadia 
where the games were hold, and ascended the 
bill where Paul, siirrounded with tho ev idences 
of tho culture and intelliiiencc of the city, had 
tlie boldness to tell them that they were super- 
stitious.” 
Mr. Douglass thought tho French repuldic 
was held together by a v ery slender thread. 
'J’heir constitution was weak. 
Their corps 
jogislutif, a house of parliament, could, by a 
two-thirds v ote, change tho entire form of gov ­ 
ernment. 
Mr. 3H)uglass admired tho French 
people, and added: 
“ They are exceodingly loyal and patriotic, 
but they cannot stand defeat. 
If France is 
prosperous, and has peace for a number of 
Vears, ev erything will run along smoothly, but 
iit tlie first rev ersal or defeat the people will 
demand a change. 
“ 1 heard Mr. Gladstone in tho British parha- 
ment from the spealcer’s gallery. 
He was de­ 
bating the Irish question, 
lorty years ago, 
when 1 was iu England, I hoard all of their 
great speakers, and 1 hav o also heard all tho 
c.elebrated orators of my own country, but 
Gladstone is e(pial to any of them. 
Ho is cer­ 
tainly a wonderful man.’

]Sew Y ork , Au g. 1 7 .— One of tho m ost 
Rtu i>eu dou 8 schemes ever u ndertak en In this 
cou ntry, now interesting the handlers of whis­ 
k ies in all sections of the United States, and 
which is attracting wide attention, is k nown as 
the Distillers’ and Cattle Feeders’ Tru st. W est­ 
ern men are at the head of tlie movement and 
these are holding frequ ent conferences with a 
view of organizing a combination still more 
powerfu l than the Standard Oil company and 
the American Cotton Oil Tru st, The capital 
Btock will not fall short of $40,000,000. and div­ 
idends of 6 to 8 per cent per annu m are expect­ 
ed. The majority of leading distillers in the 
west have already signified their intention of 
affiliating with the new combination and the 
su ccess of the movement is assu red. 
J. B. 
Greenthu t, the Monarch Distilling company and 
Woolr.er Brothers, of Peoria? Jansen, Walsh <fc 
Co. and Maddu x, Hobart «fe Co., of Cincinnati; 
Crawford Fairbank s, of Terre Hau te, and War­ 
ren II. Corning, of Cleveland, are a few of the 
millionaire 
distillers who 
are leading the 
movement. 
All 
of 
the 
gentlemen 
have become convinced of the absolu te neces­ 
sity of k eeping the produ ction down to the ac­ 
tu al demand. Heretofore this has been impos­ 
sible. Du ring the years 1880 and 1883 there 
wof a very large increase in the produ ction of 
high wines, alcohol and spirits in the north­ 
western states, and in these years larger distil­ 
leries were bu ilt than had ever before been 
operated in this cou ntry, resu lting, of cou rse, in 
an over-produ ction. 
Distilleries were then 
losing largely on the produ ction, and an asso­ 
ciation was formed which was k nown as the 
We stern Export association. This embraced be­ 
tween fifty and sixty, or nearly all. of the dis- 
tillorfes of the northwest. 
Their object was to 
lim it the produ ction to (he requ irements of the 
trade. Of cou rse It was necessary to close down 
a large nu mber of these distilleries, and as a 
ru lo those of the greatest capacity were only 
operated. Those that ceased operations were 
paid from 12 to 15 cents a bu shel on their 
enprcirv. which was abou t as mu ch as was 
earned by the distilleries that were ru nning. 
Many 
of those that were closed received 
every year 
as mu ch as 
they 
were really 
worth, and it was necessary to pay them 
liberally, 
otherwise 
they 
wou ld 
have 
threatened 
a 
disru ption 
of 
the 
pool 
by resu ming operations. Even u nder these cir­ 
cu mstances there was fou nd to be each vear a 
large su rplu s, and the only way to get rid of 
that was by means of exportation to foreitrn 
cou ntries. Du ring this period the pool paid a 
bonu s of from fifteen to twent y cents a gallon on 
all alcohol thu s exported which was a heavy drag 
u pon them, amou nting as it did in some years 
from $200,000 to $400,000. Last winter many 
of the distillers expressed dissatisfaction with 
the Western Export association. Some of the 
large distillers in Peoria decided that a change 
was necessary, and since Febru ary last they 
have been organizing the Tru st company above 
referred to. So far they have been as su ccessfu l 
as they expected, and have indu ced abou t 80 
fer cent, of the distillers to join. It is believed 
hat those still standing ou t mu st soon come in. 
It is tho intention ot the Tru st to select from 
the distillers those that can mak e the cheapest 
spirits, and they will ru n at their fu ll capacity, 
thu s diminishing the cost of produ ction. Du ring 
the past six years the distilleries that have been 
ru rning were doing ho u pon a redu ced capacity, 
say at 25 to 30 per cent, of their fu ll capacity. 
This natu rally increased materially the cost of 
produ ction. 
One of the principal cau ses of the produ eina: 
capacities of t he distilleries being so far ahead 
of the demand is fou nd in the fact that the large 
trade in alcohol which thi« cou ntry formerly 
carried on with Eu rope and Sou th America, as 
well as Au stralia, has been entirely lost. A few 
years since ou r exports of alcohol amou nted to 
from 200,000 to 250,000 barrel« per annu m. Five 
years back we su pplied Spain with from 40.000 to 
60,000 barrels, and France with 50,000 to 75,- 
000 barrels each venr, while Sou th America re­ 
qu ired 20,000 to SO,000 every twelve months. 
Owineto the commercial treaty between Spain 
and Germany this immense trade has all been 
lost, to u s. The same applies to France, which 
also enjoys a favorable treaty with Germany. 
In Sou th America corn >s being grown abou t as 
cheap as 1n the United States, and many distil­ 
lery plants have been exported to that cou ntry, 
where alcohol is now being made as cheap as 
here. We now have to depend u pon the domes­ 
tic mark ets and ou r total experts of alcohoi do 
not exceed 15,000 barrels a year. From these 
facts whisk y men infer that immense benefit is 
to be derived from the Whisk y Tru st, while it 
also u rged th« .t it is very dangerou s to the gov­ 
ernment au d the people when the distillers are 
not mak ing « profit,as the chances for defrau ding 
Uncle Sam are thereby largely increased. 
It is 
thou ght that 75 per cent, of the spirits to be 
m ale u nder the t ru st will be made in Peoria, as 
it is claimed thev have the facilities for mak ing 
whisk y cheaper than other sections of the cou n­ 
try, It beintr a lanre corn produ cing cou ntry, 
and coal being worth bu t 5 to G cents a bu shel. 
Some of the Chicago distilleries will, of cou rse, 
be operated as well as those in Cincinnati, and 
possibly one in St. Lou is. 
Manv of the Peoria 
distilleries cost from $250,000 to $300,000. 
There arc also valu able plants in other localities 
In the west. 
Experienced whisk y merchants 
say that the formation of the Whisk y Tru st 
will have no effect u pon the mark et, and they 
gererally favor the proposed tru st mainly be­ 
cau se it insu res a steady mark et and u niformity 
of price. 
In New York are eight extensive rec­ 
tifying establishments. 
They are the middie 
men between the produ cers and the jobbers. 
After the spirits are produ ced at the distilleries 
they are shipped here, and are refined and pre­ 
pared for the requ irements of the jobbing trade. 
These rectifiers have invested in their bu siness 
over $1,000,000 and transact an annu al bu siness 
of $12,000,000. 
Du ring the past five or six 
yea.rs these rectifiers made 
a very insignificant 
profit, owing to the competition here, and the 
same was the case in other cities. 
Under the 
tru st it is u nderstood that their interests are to 
be orotected, and they 
are consequ ently strongly 
in favor of the new scheme.

8 ib :—I wou ld lik e to have the attention 
of agricu ltu rists and horticu ltu rists called to 
the importance of mak ing a display at the 
National Agricu ltu ral exposition, and to speak 
for space for the same. To get at this the citi­ 
zens will have to call a meeting and organize 
anti appoint officers at the head of each division, 
with a head su perintendent; or the cou nty cou rt 
shou ld appoint some energetic person to tak e 
charge of the cou nty’s exhibits with power to 
appoint su b-managers for the other divisions: 
Sav, one for the cereals, hay and grass; another 
for the display of horticu ltu re; another for veg­ 
etables and flowers, etc., all to be u nder the 
management of the head su perintendent. If 
the cou nty cou rt wou ld set a day in the near 
fu tu re to hear the farmers on the su bject and 
canvass the project in all its phases, it wou ld be 
a good plan. Then the management cou ld be 
properly fixed. The project wou ld work withou t 
fric tion au d the objcct aimed at be speedily a t­ 
tained. 
It necessary, a small allowance conld be made 
for incidental expenses as the persons in charge 
wou ld have to ride and drive all over the cou nty 
to collect specimens, and in some cases wou ld 
have to pu rchase them. For su ch services and 
tor su ch expense they shou ld be paid. Tills 
being the banner cou nty of the state we shou ld 
do her credit by mak ing a creditable display, 
and we have plenty of men willing to go ahead 
if thev only have a start. So let u s hear of 
something being done soon, and very soon, for 
the time is now limited and work shou ld be 
pu shed with a vim. 
I sav again, let u s hear something definite 
abou t it.

TH E LA S T S HOT- 


A R em in iscen ce o f th e C lo sing S cen es o f 
th e W ar. 
From tho Greensboro (Ga.) Herald. 
Vie had the pleasu re of meeting Tu esday the 
man who claims to have ordered the last shot 
fired on the Confederate side du ring tho late 
u npleasantness. 
He is Mr. A. B. Faircloth, of 
Camilla, Mitchell cou nty, Ga., a gentleman as 
modest as he is bravo. 
The incident was told 
u s by Captain D. H. Sanders, an old comrade in 
arms of Mr. Faircloth, and forms an u niqu e 
featu re in the u nwritten history of the great 
stru ggle. 
Trifling in itself, the incident is only 
interesting and valu able by reason of its being, 
so far as tho actors in it k now, the very last 
hostile act of any armed force of the expiring 
Confederacy. 
Mr. Faircloth belonged to Company C, Sec­ 
ond Georgia Cavalry, first a part of W harton’s 
brigade, aftewards with Wheeler’s command. 
This regiment was for some time associated 
with Terry’s famou s Texas Rangers, whose ex­ 
ploits are among tho most h igh iy-prized tradi­ 
tions of the war. 
The intimacy that grew’ u p 
between these two commands was very close 
and tender, and remained u nbrok en to the end. 
•A- "Ranger ’ wou ld su ccor a Second Georgia 
Cavalryman in distress as 
qu ick as his own 
brother. 
They fou ght together, bivou ack ed to­ 
gether, and together went on many a wild, ad­ 
ventu rou s raid. 
Bu t to the incident. 
Lee had su rrendered. 
Johnson had su rrendered. 
Only Kirby Smith 
remained at the head of armed resistance. 
The 
Confederacy was in its death throes. 
Wheeler 
determined not to su rrender his men, bu t to 
force his wav across the cou ntry to join Smith 
west of the Mississippi. 
To this end he pro­ 
cu red the removal of 
his 
command from 
Johnston’s army, au d started u pon one of the 
most hazardou s retreats in tho annals of war. 
While everywhere Confederate troops 
were 
grou nding their arms, tak ing the oath of allegi­ 
ance to the United States government and re­ 
tu rning to their homes, this little hand u nder 
their gallant leader refu sed to lowrer tho “stars 
au d bars. ” 
Wheeler’s bold movement was k ept a pro­ 
fou nd secret, k nown only to his own men and 
General Johnston. 
All thou ght that the war 
was over. Tho Federals came freely into the 
lines of their late foes, and there was a general 
intermingling of tho “blu e and gray.” It fell to 
the lot of company C to gu ard Wheeler’s rear. 
A barrel of brandy was discovered ju st inside 
the reserve pick et line, and these old veterans, 
with tru e soldierly instinct, soon tapped it anti 
were fast getting into a hilariou s condition. 
The lieu tenant in command of the pick et gu ards 
was in a short time u nable to distingu ish a 
confederate from a “Yank ,” and was relieved 
by Mr. Faircloth, tho orderly sergeant. 
The 
aroma of that brandy was waited to the olfac­ 
tories of the Union soldiers, and soon a troop of 
cavalry was seen coming at a headlong charge 
u pon that barrel. 
Sergernt Faircloth obeyed the orders of his 
chief, au d the dashing squ adron was received 
with a volley from their pick et lino. 
They 
were du mbfou nded, and withou t retu rning the 
fire showed a whice flag. 
The sergeant ad­ 
vanced to parley with the bearer of the flag of 
tru ce. 
,-What the deu ce did you fire for? 
Don’t you k now the war is over?” This was 
jerk ed ou t by the spok esman on the other side. 
“I obeyed orders,” calmly replied the sergeant. 
“No troops can pass my line.” “Bu t, man, 
Johnston has su rrendered and the war is over. 
Como, let u s pass, we want to taste that brandv 
over there.” “I mu st carry ou t my orders,” 
stou tly maintained Sergeant Faircloth, “and if 
vou r men advance they will be fired u pon, 
liu t,” he added, “I am expecting orders calling 
in my men every minu te, and if you will wait 
perhaps you may yet a drop of brandy.” 
Strange to say, the troop waited, au d the or­ 
der came. 
Then there was a grand ru sh for 
the barrel—when “Johnny Reb” and “Yank ” 
got on a dru nk together. 
This was the last short fired in the late war, 
and tho incident, now pu blished for the first 
time, will be read with interest by those who 
participated in the novel scene as well as the 
general pu blic. 
To complete the story it only remains to tell 
that, acting u nder the advice of Johnston, 
Wheeler gave over his daring attempt, and 
tu rning over his men to the brigade, regimental 
and company commanders, to act u s they saw 
fit, gathered abou t him a few' bold spirits and 
started to join the head of the confederacy in 
his effort to escape his pu rsu ers,

F em in in e V en g ean ce. 
Paris Letter to London 
Teleg ra p h : 
Both 
great and small, tho Paris milliners form a high­ 
ly interesting commu nity, bu t with the excep­ 
tion of M. Emile Zola, whose indefatigable pen 
has left hardly any department of social life 
u ntou ched, the modistes have not been a favor­ 
ite topic with writers. 
While M. Zola’s possible 
produ ction abou t milliners remains in an em- 
bryotic condition the great realistic writer has 
been anticipated by M. Le Rou x, who gives an 
admirable sk etch of the ordinary life and labors 
of the Lu tetian milliner. 
According to him the 
rank s of the modistes are largely recru ited from 
schoolmistresses 
who 
cannot find 
pu pils, 
dau ghters of theatrical poople who do not lik e 
to expose their children to the perils of the 
stage, and persons whose parents have come 
down in the world. 
Never does the Parisian milliner allow herself 
to be called an ou vriere. She is, on the contrary, 
a demoiselle, and the very poorest of these dem­ 
oiselles wou ld die rather than cross the street 
lik e a work girl—that is to say, withou t hat or 
gloves. 
Li some great hou ses of milUnerv dig­ 
nity is so mu ch thou ght of that the staircase 
leading to the modistes’ rooms is often mark ed 
“escalier des artistes.” The apprentice milli­ 
ner, who has paid a premiu m, is* allowed to sew 
wire arou nd hats and to work on old models, 
while the charity apprentice, or modillon, pick s 
u p pins from the floor of the work room, ru ns 
errands for the artistes, and carries parcels for 
the firm all over Paris. 
After two years’ ap­ 
prenticeship the blossoming modiste becomes 
an appreteu se, and earns abou t £ 2 per month, 
eagerly awaiting the while her elevation to the 
rank of garniaseu se. These (the garnisseu ses) 
are the stars of the profession. 
They are to be 
met everywhere look ing for hints. 
They are at first nights in theaters, scanning 
with cioáe scru tiny the dresses of the actresses, 
who, lik e Marie Magnier, have anew costu me 
for each scene in which they appear. 
They at­ 
tend fashionable weddings at the Madeleine*and 
even hu nt abou t the book shops and stalls on 
the qu ays, peering over old-fashioned engrav­ 
ings. Not so well paid as these are the von- 
deu sos, who mu st have a good deal of tact, an 
eye for form and color, and be able to hit off 
the taste of cu stomers to a nicety. 
Some of the 
vandeu ses, who speak English in addition to 
their other accomplishments, receive as mu ch 
as £ 120 per annu m in good hou ses. A few of 
tho “tellers” are also employed in soliciting 
orders for their hou ses. 
Milliners are divided 
into two classes, those in shops and in apart­ 
ments or private rooms. 
Tho modisto en bou ­ 
tiqu e is not a “creator” of fashions, so she gen­ 
erally sends one of her most aristocratic look ­ 
ing assistants as a cu stomer into tho private 
rooms of the leading milliners in order to ask 
for the novelties of the season. 
Sometimes tho trick is discovered and ven­ 
geance is tak en in many ways pacu liar to tho 
inventive female mind, "bn one occasion a pre­ 
miere or forewoman, from a milliner’s shop 
was identified by a fashionable Mine. Montaimi 
in her rooms and was lock ed u p in a closet, 
where she received bread and water for her 
su stenance u ntil her mistress had to come, 
crestfallen and confu sed, to claim her. These 
are some of the sidelights of the life of Paris 
milliners, bu t the su bject might easily be en­ 
larged u pon.

A m erican C riticism . 
Professor T. W. Hu nt in New Princeton Review, 
For so you ng a people as the Americans are, 
and so necessarily devoted hitherto to the es­ 
tablishment of political and indu strial life, not a 
little worthy work has been done in this direc­ 
tion, and worthier resu lts aro promised. 
It is 
too tru e, indeed, that u ntu tored and conscience­ 
less novices insist u pon experimenting within 
tho sacred precincts of this high calling, au d 
that American secu lar jou rnalism offers too 
tempting a sphere for su perficial and cynical 
ju dgments of men and au thors. 
Despite this, 
however, it is pleasing to note that since the 
critical prose of Taylor and Lowell has estab­ 
lished by example the necessity of those essen­ 
tials we have aimed to discu ss, there has been a 
more honest desire to illu strate in criticism 
these same essentials of k nowledge, sympathy, 
insight and conscience. 
With su ch names be­ 
fore u s as Tichnor and Tu ck erman, Fields au d 
Channing, Reed and White, this hopefu l spirit 
may find encou ragement. 
If to this list we add 
those American au thors who as editors of the 
“American Men of Letters” series, and “Ameri­ 
can Statesmen” series may be said to be doing a 
high form of specifically critical work , the 
hopefu lness is increased, while two su ch able 
critics as Mr. Whipple and Mr. Stedman are 
enou ng in themselves to inspire confidence as 
to ou r fu tu re. 
Nor mu st the liberal institu tions 
of ou r land be omitted in this general estimate. 
Their destinctive title is that of literary insti­ 
tu tions. 
Whatever their defects have been as 
to high literary tone and critical competency, it 
is more and more apparent that in these par­ 
ticu lars worthier views are obtaining and the 
colleges of the cou ntry aro fast becoming ac­ 
cepted standards of literary ju dgment.

They recovered £ 300,000, which 
had been lying at the bottom ef the sea forty- 
fou r years. 
A medal was stru ck in England in 
honor of this event in 1(587. In 17 67 a Du tch 
East Indiaman fou ndered, and £ 500,000 were 
lost. 
The price of fou r su ch Armadas as that 
of 1588 went down in the eighteenth centu ry, 
in the shape of gold, silver, and plate. She was 
the annu al register ship, as the term then was, 
and had in her 500,000 piasters and 10,000 
ou nces of gold on accou nt of the King, and 
twice that su m on the merchants’ accou nt, 
mak ing her a very rich ship. 
She fou ndered, 
and no man escaped to tell how and when. Tho 
su m of £ 7 00,000 sterling, besides jewels of 
great valu e, were lost that same year in a ship 
from Au stralia. 
A part of tho money was re­ 
covered. 
This fearfu l shipwreck is referred to 
in Dick ens’s “Uncommercial Traveler.” 
The 
sea has a habit of concealing its plu nder, bu t 
science is slowly gaining a foothold, even at 
the bottom of the sea. and no dou bt in timo to 
come fou ndered ships carrying down great 
treasu re will have to yield them u p again. 


P ro hibitio n N o t a M o ral R em edy . 
Sanford H. Cobb in New Princeton ltevicw. 
The etrtn of it, then, is this, that as a rem ­ 
edy for the moral evil of intemperance prohi­ 
bition is wanting in the first principles of tru e 
morality. 
Its ¡advocacy on moral and religiou s 
grou nds is perniciou s to the last degree; op­ 
pressive to the 
conscience; restrictive of a 
tru e liberty of mind; dishonorable to the Chris­ 
tian idea of manhood, and discreditable to 
the chu rch that cau write its name u pon her 
banners. Prohibition is, or mu st, be a civil 
measu re, su stained by civil reasons and look ­ 
ing to social ends. Notwithstanding its involve­ 
ment in, and su ggestion by, social conditions 
which display immoral aspects, it yet stands 
as a civil measu re on the same level as jlie tariff 
law, au d is as mu ch ou t of place in the pu l­ 
pit and chu rch cou rts as a discu ssion of the 
fu r trade wou ld be. 
Su ch conclu sion, of 
oeu rse, does not bar ou t the discu ssion of in­ 
temperance or all moral means for its removal. 
Intemperance is a sin lou dly demnadinS the an- 
madversiona of the chu rch and her conse­ 
crated efforts for its redu ction, in which she 
wou ld have been more su ccessfu l than she lias 
been bu t for thosedivisive cou ncils which have 
thru st so many obstacles in her path.
